Halifax, Aug. 31.—The Bayne trial 


in connection with the Colchester 
election case was resumed at Truro 
this morning with the court room 


agaih filled with large crowds of wit- 
nesses and auditors, The case cons 
tinued to excite intense interest all 
over Eastern Canada, and there is a 
big demand for papers containing the 
accounts of the proceedings, The 
Conservatives generally make no 
bones about the fact that the charges 
of bribery and corruption have been 
proved to the hilt, Their only con. 
solation is found in such reports as 
that of a Conservative witness yester- 
day, whe took advantage of an oppor- 
tunity on the witness stand to express 
regret that the corruption on the other 
side was not being shown up. This 
argument is about the only defence 
offeregl, 

The first witness examined to-day 
was George A, Hall, secretary of the 
Conservative gssociation in Colches- 
ter. He admitted he had paid con- 
siderable money out for various ex- 
penses, part of which he had after- 
wards received back from Frank 
Stanfield. He had also paid the ex- 
penses of the campaign orators, chief- 
ly youny lawyers from Halifax, to as- 
#ist at the booths, 

W-s With Carr All Afternoon. 

Questioned concerning his visit to 
Londonderry on the day when Beech- 
er Carr received a case of whiskey, by 
express as related by that witness 
yesterday, he at first stated he had 
talked to him for about five minutes, 
It developed on further examination 
that he had been in ‘Carr’s company 
all that afternoon, and drove © from 
Londonderry to the Acadia mines with 
him. Asked whether he had been at 
the «express office and signed for any 
parce) that day or had given any par- 
cel to Carr witness ‘could not remem- 
ber,” or “had no recollection.” He 
had Carr’s horse for a considerable 
time at the Acadia mines, while Carr 
disappeared in the darkness, But 
what Carr did he (Hall couldn't tell. 
The details of what occurred between

waggon at Stewincke on Election Day.

ed eliciting what he knew. r. Pow- 
er refused to examine the witnesses 
any further unless the court granted 
the crown an opportunity to crossex- 
amine this witness. The witness ad 
mitted Le had liquor on election day, 
but said it was only one bottle. 

The prosecution propose io prove by 
the license inspector that he had a 
whole case, Prosecution here asked 
for an adjournment to ‘bring in Jenks, 
the witness who had not obeyed his 
subpoena, Ritchie for the defence ob- 
jected on the ground of the expense 
involved te the municipality, The 
court adjourned until the afternoon 
to consider the question, At the al- 
fernoon session the case came to a 
close, The prosecutors, feeling that 
they had adduced sufficient evidence 
to comipit the prisoner for trial, de- 
cided to reserve their other witnesses 
until the ease reaches a higher court,

I saw’ several 
threshing outfits at work there in (he 
fields. They use big steam threshers these 
mostly. The grain as it was threshed 
was being stored in bins on the field 
prevaratory to marketing it. 

“it is a remarkable fact that there is 
now four times the area of Jand under 
cultivation that there was two years ago. 
Although [ saw some splendid fields of 
vats I believe that on the whole the cats 
is not equal to what I saw betwoen Cal 
gary and Edmonton.

The Japanese Finances. 


Tokio, Aug. 30—-The decision of the 
authorities to curtail or postpone or 
abandon the military and other gov- 
ernmental enterprises will, it is esti- 
mated, effect a total saving of 200,000,- 
000) yen, or $100,000,000, ineluding 
probably 80,000,000 yen of public 
bonds. With the exception of the rail- 
way works, the finances for which 
will be put in a separate account, all 
public enterprises will be temporarily 
abandoned, and even the railway 
bonds will not be issued for three or 
four years. The cabinet settled the 
new budget today without difficulty. 
The debt extinguishing tund will be 
increased from 37,000,000 yen to 590,- 
000,000 yen. The United States gov- 
ernment is assuring Japan that it does 
not objeet to a postponement of the 
Tokio exhibition. 


Augusta City in a Bad State. 


Augusta, Va., Aug. 30.—The city, 
facing the hardest proposition iu its 
history. The once beautiful streets 
are now muddy ditches. Industries 
are idle, the water supply is neariy 
exhausted, the electrical utilities are 
peralyzed and dead bodies are piled 
up in the undertaking end establish- 
ments.

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THE UTILIZATION OF 
COAL SCREENINGS 


Board of Trade Secures Valuable tn. 
formation From Germany Showing 
How Coal Screenings, Which Are 
at Present Wasted at Mines Here, 
May Be Manufactured Into a 
Marketable Product. 


That the fine coal screenings now 


gving to waste at the various mines in 
this city and district may be utilized 
for fuel is the latest demonstration 
made by the Edmonton Board of 
Trade, and if the idea is followed up 
it will mean cheaper fuel and should 
yield a handsome profit to the person 
putting the idea in practice in this 
country. 

Some time ago, H. Gruner, a Ger- 
man musician, whe lived in Edmon- 
ton for some time, drew the atten- 
tion of A. G. Harrison, secretary of 
the Board of Trade, to the fact that 
in Germany the fine coal going to 
waste here is compressed into the 
form of bricks and used as fuel. He 
made a successful demonstration of 
the way it was used. Mr. Harrison 
wa much impressed with the idea, 
and about six months ago, after Herr 
Gruner had returned to Germany, he 
shipped a barrel of local coal screen- 
ings to him, with the request that-he 
have it made into the form in which 
it could be used as fuel. Today Mr. 
Harrison received a small box of 
brickets; that is small bricks of coal, 
made from the fine coal sent Mr 
Gruner. 

These brickets are made by grinding 
up the coal very fine, mixing it with 
pitch or tar, and subjecting it to pres- 
eure. Bricks of any size may be 
made which will burn slowly. They 
give out a_considerabie amount of heat 
and will keep fire for a’ long time. 
The coal bricks, or brickets, are bard 
enough to be loaded on cats for shif- 
ment. The samples now on exhibi- 
tion at the Board of Trade offices 
were produced by hydraulic préssure, 
which exerts: pressure ‘on one side 
only. The outside becomes cool be- 
fore the pressure begins to act, ancl 
thus the outside of these samples is 
rather loose and may be scraped off 
easily. If pressed in the regular way, 
however, this loss may be avoided. 

One of the most attractive features 
of this idea, besides utilizing the 
fine coal now going to waste, is that 
these coal bricks will not slack. Thev 
may be shipped at any season of the 
year and stored for almost any length 
of time, and they will not slack, as 
does much of the coal mined in this 
district. « The fact that they are able 
to withstand the weather, are in a ser- 
viceable form, have good heating 
powers and utilize the coal now going 
to waste should make the manufacture 
of ,coal bricks in the Edmonton dis- 
trict an important enterprise. 

These coal bricks are manufactured 
extensively in Germany, where, prov- 
ing very satisfactory, the product ‘s 
finding ready sale. Those sent to the 
Board of Trade offices were made in 
Zeitz, Germany, by the Zeitzer Manu- 
facturing Company. Mr. Hatrison 
purposes making .a practical. test 
the “tombustible’ powers of these” coi 
brickets in order to ascertain as near- 
ly as possible the quantity of heat 
given out. 


FINLAY GOLD FIELDS. 


Two Prospectors Return to Prince Ru- 
pert Say Greund Will Pay.

MeConnell creek, They would not 
go in that way again, and they would 
not advise any person to go that way, 
Mr. McMillan was in the Yukon in 
the early days, and he says going to 
the Ingineca via Ashcroft and the all- 
water route is like going to the Yu- 
kon via the Edmonton route, 

When half way between Fort 
Graham and the mouth of the Me. 
Connell creek, owing to the difficul- 
ties encountered they had to cache 
part of their supplies, and they reach- 
ed the new diggings with about one 
hundred pounds apiece. They got in 
in time to get claims 3 and 4 on Me- 
@onneli creek about the mouth; but 
not having supplies, and no way to 
get them in, they concluded to do no 
work until next spring, And many 
more have done likewise. 

There are several other parties get- 
ting ready to work on the Ingenica 
below’ the mouth of McConnell creek. 
Both Mr. Robinson and Mr. McMiJlan 
are of one opinion and that is that 
the ground will pay and that a mie- 
take was made in laying the district 
Over for a year. Had the lay-over 
been for two months,- every person 
entitled to protection would have been 
protected, and hundreds of claims 
would now be working ‘which are idle. 

Supplies are scarce, as pack trains 
niy bring in 200 pounds to the ani- 
mul, and there is no store in the 
district. The Hudson’s Bay company 
have a good étore at Fort Grahzune, 
but for more than half the distance 
supplies can only be packed in on 
men’s backs, which is both expensive 
and slow. The ground will not be 
proved before winter ,and those who 
have supplies or who can get them 
will work afl winter

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WITH THE FARMERS 


REPORTS ON ALBERTA. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 29—J. Polson, who has 
charge of the exhibition branch of the 
immigration department, has returned to 
the city after an extensive trip through 
Alberta in search of samples of the var- 
ions kinds of grain. 

To a reporter this morning Mr, Polson 
said that he was astonished at the re- 
markable growth of the «heat in Alber- 
ta, and says that the crops in the south 
are most wonderful. One farm there is 
producing wheat that goes 6) bushels to 
the aere. The winter wheat at Car- 
stairs is splendid and will average 4 to 
50 bushels to the acre. 

When Mr. Polson was at Lethbridge 
the Taylor Elevator company received 
wheat that was threshed on Aug. 12. 
That same day it was ground into flour 
and the next day the flour was made into 
bread. This made what was considered 
the best bread ever made in Lethbridge. 
That same wheat went 64 pounds to the 
bushel, and sold 2t & cest ger bushel 

Mr. Polson secured 9,000 sheaves of 
the various grains and grasses, and 
will send them to the United States and 
Great Britain for exhibition purposes, 
From Manitoba he is also making a col- 
lection of wheat, oats, barley, flax and 
rye.
